WASHINGTON, July 29—“I t’s a lie” 
— that was the short and explosive 
comment of Lord Northcliffe today, 
when he read an International News 
Service dispatch from London stating 
that the British Foreign Office has is­ 
sued a statem ent denying that Lord 
Curzon had anything to do with ‘the 
cancellation of the invitation to Lord 
Northcliffe to be the guest a t the 
British Embassy here. 
Northcliffe, fresh from his m orn­ 
ing bath and with perspiration stream ­ 
ing down his face, strode across the 
room 
with his 
bathrobe 
flapping 
around his legs, as the reporter was 
admitted. The publisher beck oned him 
into an adjoining room, and remained 
standing. 
“lie brief, young man,” he snapped. 
“ I w ant 'to get out of tdiis beat. I can’t 
stand it.” 
The 
Lomjpn 
dispatch 
contained 
the denial of the British Foreign Of­ 
fice of Lord Curzon’s connection with 
the cancellation of live Embassy din­ 
ner was proffered to him. 
“Read it,” he said. “I *ean’it see.” 
The dispatch was read. 
“Its a lie,” Northcliffe said sharp­ 
ly, and turned to leave the room. 
“Can’t you say something further 
about it,” the publisher was ask ed. 
“What, more do you want,” N orth­ 
cliffe said. “1 said it was a lie, didn’t 
I ” ? 
The telephone rang, and one of his 
secretaries called him. 
Just l>efore he pick ed up the re­ 
ceiver. he turned and added: 
“1 happen to k now he did it”— re­ 
ferring, evidently to Lord Curzon.

The 
luncheon wag attended only by mem­ 
bers (>f the Overseas Writers, presi 
dents of the National Press and Grid­ 
iron clubs, presidents of the standing 
committees of correspondents in Con­ 
gress and the editors of Washington 
newspapers. 
Mrs. Edward B. McLean, wife of 
the publisher of the Washington Post, 
will entertain Lord Northcliffe at 
dinner tonight at her residence. This 
affair is expected to be as brilliant as 
the dinner at the British Embassy, 
the cancellation of which has added 
fresh fuel to the political fu<*d be 
tween Lord Northcliffe and, Lord C ur 
zon. 


Great Britain On Verge 
Of Break With France

LONDON, July 
29—G reat 
Britain 
has formally warned F rance that, un­ 
less she abandons her present policy, 
there will be a general break up of the 
European entente, it was learned this 
afternoon. 
This warning was contained in a 
note dispatched by Marquis Curzon, 
the foreign secretary, in reply to a 
previous com munication 
from 
P re ­ 
mier Briand of France, dealing with 
Upper Silesia. 
The French note, which was receiv­ 
ed here yesterday, was described as 
the sharpest of all the Franco-Brit- 
ish exchanges. 
One British official, 
who was conversant with the contents, 
said that the tone “resetaibled an ul­ 
tim atum ,” and that the language “was 
comparable with a threat to sever 
anglo-French 
relations.” 
G reat Britain, in her reply, declared 
that a continuance of the French po­ 
licy of acting alune threatens to break 
down the entente cordiale. 
Great Britain repeated that there 
was no necessity for sending allied 
reinforcements to Upper Silesia at this 
time.

communication con­ 
cludes with the hope that the French 
note of Thursday is not "the consid­ 
ered opinion of the French govern­ 
ment.”

PROGRAM IS OUTLINED

WASHINGTON, July 29—T he Re­ 
publican whip crack ed in the House 
today as a drive was started to com­ 
plete the legislative work of that body 
by August 25, in accordance with an 
agreem ent reached between President 
Harding and House leaders a t a White 
House dinner last night. 
The Republican leadership of the 
House today sent out telegra’ins to all 
absentee m em bers ordering their re­ 
turn to Washington in an effort to 
wipe the legislative slate clean. 
The program which was agreed up­ 
on by the President and the Republi­ 
can leaders is as follows: 
Passage of tax revision legislation 
as early as possible in August. 
Passage of the Winslow bill au th­ 
orizing the War Finance Corporation 
to extend critics to the railroads. 
Passage of the adm inistration m eas­ 
ure authorizing the War Finance Cor­ 
poration to grant relief to the farm ­ 
ers. 
Authorization of additional appro­ 
priations for the Shipping Board. 
Agreem ent on report 
of 
Smoot - 
Reed bill for reorganization of « sol­ 
dier relief agencies. 
Agreement on conference reports 
on anti-beer legislation. 
When this program is carried out, 
there is some slight hope that the 
House may recess, although leaders 
are holding out no promises, for they 
declare that there will be m any con­ 
ference reports which will have to be 
acted upon and they anticipate some 
difficulties in adjusting legislative dif­ 
ferences with the Senate. 
The lead­ 
ers, however promise that if the pro­ 
gram. as laid down is carried out by 
August 25 that there will be some re­ 
lief for the members of the House, 
even though It may not be a long re­ 
cess.

ried out. 
“In vain did the respectable and re­ 
putable press protest; in vain did a 
minority insist upon the rights in an 
endeavor to protect the taxpayers. The 
deed was done, and now the conse­ 
quences stare us in the face. 
“We are told officially that the State 
will be obk ged to pay appropriations 
am ounting to $139.382,128 during the 
ensuing tw o years, and that the reve­ 
nue will only be $112,500,000 leaving 
a deficiency of more than $26,000,000. 
“But included in these figures is 
the revenue from the coal tax am ount­ 
ing to $12,000,000 or $15,000,000. And 
yet, as is well k nown there will be no 
such revenue during these 'two years 
if at all, so our deficit jum ps at onc< 
to $40,000,000 .But even that will b< 
exceeded for the usual normal reve­ 
nues are going to fa.ll off most m a­ 
terially. In fact, estim ates of those 
well equipped to k now run as low its 
$85,000,000. It setemg hardly possible 
that they can exceed $90,000,000. This 
would give us a deficit of $50,000,000 
and that result Is now staring u« in 
the face as the outcomle of the ‘‘pro 
gram m e” that was put over at H arris­ 
burg last spring.” 
In emphasizing the fact that the ex­ 
penditures provided for at the last 
session of the legislatu re “do not ter 
m inate with current appropriations, 
the M anufacturers’ Association's bul­ 
letin declares: “They are continuous 
and mean constantly increasing ex 
penditures far in exces« of normal rev 
enues. And that means increased taxeH 
and new taxes—all burdens on indus­ 
try—at a time when we are all trying 
to hold ou r own and meet the new 
problems of life and business wi'th 
hope and courage. 
“As a beginning is the gasoline tax 
and an increase in collateral inheri 
tance taxes, the latter cutting down 
the small legacies given to relatives 
and deserving institutions.
